Move to decriminalize 
marijuana possession 
seen as election ploy

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday started to sell his 
idea of loosening Illinois drug laws for pos- 
session of illegal substances like marijuana, 
heroin and cocaine, but some of those he has 
to convince said the/re skeptical because he’ll 
want tougher gun laws in return. 

The reception to Emanuel’s plan to decrimi- 
nalize marijuana statewide and reduce minor 
drug possession to a misdemeanor illustrated 
the difficult slog he faces as he tries to secure 
a signature victory on violent crime, an issue 
that’s been at the forefront of his first term. 

The re-election-seeking mayor has tried 
to get state lawmakers to require mandatory 
prison sentences for illegal gun possession, 
which he says would help crack down on the 
city’s continued gun violence. But that ef- 
fort stalled nearly a year ago amid opposition 
from African-American legislators opposed 
to stricter gun sentences. 

Now Emanuel is holding out the incentive 
of ensuring that people caught with i gram or 
less of any controlled substance won’t be hit 
with a felony charge to try to get enough sup- 
port to pass the gun sentencing bill. Emanuel 
also would expand Chicago’s marijuana tick- 
eting law statewide, allowing police to issue 
tickets of $250 to $500 for someone caught 
with 15 grams or less of pot— the equivalent of 
about 25 cigarette-sized joints. 

The idea is to free up police officers to fo- 
cus on violent crime and save the cost of keep- 
ing those charged with low-level drug posses- 
sion in jail. 

“It’s not just about saving taxpayer dollars, 
it’s also about saving non-violent offenders 
from a lifetime spent in and out of the crimi- 
nal justice system,” Emanuel said. ‘A felony 
conviction can slam the door on someone’s 
future and make it harder to go to school, ap-

ply for financial aid and find housing. There 
are times when a felony conviction is no 
doubt warranted, but we have to ask ourselves 
whether it’s too high a price for using drugs.” 


The approach is in line with a national 
trend of freeing up prison space and police 
resources to deal with more violent offenders, 
experts said. 

Not everyone was eager to back the mayor’s 
new proposal. A state law enforcement group 
lined up against his plan, and state lawmakers 
wary of his push for mandatory sentences for 
gun possession voiced concern. 

During a tense, 20 -minute exchange at a 
Tuesday hearing in Chicago, state Rep. Ken 
Dunkin, leader of the House Black Caucus, 
pressed Emanuel on what he viewed as the ad- 
ministration’s failure to combat violent crime. 
Dunkin (D-Chicago) sought to pin down the 
mayor on whether he only would support 
weakening drug possession sentences in ex- 
change for minimum mandatory sentences 
for gun crimes. 

“If legislation does not have mandatory 
minimums, as you and the superintendent 
have advocated, would you be in favor of 
supporting it?” asked Dunkin, who derailed 
Emanuel’s gun crime bill last year in the 
House with a rare procedural motion. 

“Details matter, I would look at the whole 
bill,” the mayor responded. “The first step, 
though, is dealing with the narcotics piece. I 
do want to see a focus on the violent crimes in 
the city of Chicago, but I can’t answer a ques- 
tion about hypotheticals.” 

During the hearing, Emanuel portrayed 


Chicago’s marijuana ticketing program as a 
success, after acknowledging the city initially 
had a disparity with minorities receiving few- 
er tickets and more arrests for pot possession. 
City Hall released numbers showing that gap 
has been closed this year. 

The mayor said that many of those minor- 
ity arrests were because the offender was not 
able to present an ID, and police department 
policy required an arrest as a result. That re- 
quirement has since been loosened, and those 
arrested without an ID can simply give the of- 
ficer their name and information, he said. 

While Police Superintendent Garry Mc- 
Carthy backed Emanuel’s proposal as a com- 
mon sense measure, the Illinois Association 
of Chiefs of Police said it could create confu- 
sion because the use, manufacture and dis- 
tribution of marijuana remains illegal under 
federal law. And leaving it up to an officer to 
decide whether to issue a ticket or to arrest 
someone in possession of marijuana could re- 
sult in inconsistent application of the law, said 
Laimutis Nargelenas, a lobbyist for the group. 

“One of the biggest concerns we have as po- 
lice chiefs is you have to look at that and be sure 
the discretion used by the officer is done prop- 
erly” Nargelenas said. “Tbu don’t want to see 
minorities charged on state charges and others 
given the city ordinance violation. We have to 
make sure officers are utilizing that properly” 

Aid. Howard Brookins Jr. (21st) shared that 
concern, saying that equal enforcement clear- 
ly has not been the case in Chicago, where 
he’s heard complaints about the double-stan- 
dard police have for minorities. “Many of my 
clients feel like they never get the benefit of 
that discretion,” he said. 

Still, Brookins, chairman of the City Coun- 
cil’s black caucus and a practicing criminal 
defense attorney said Emanuel’s proposed 
changes make some sense. 

“I do applaud the effort, because we have 
people getting caught up [in the criminal jus- 
tice system] over dime bags,” he said, “and then 
that hangs over them for the rest of their lives.”

From the 
grandmother who told me she’d buy me a car 
if I lost weight, to the boys in the hall who 
snorted when I walked by to the friends and 
family members who talk so incessantly about 
the looks of others that it’s literally driven me 
to the brink of insanity All of that negativity 
erupts like repressed energy the second I hear 
a co-worker talk about Weight Watchers. 
That swell of personal disdain that I spent 
years burying creeps back to the surface. 
Suddenly I’m right back to comparing myself 
Suddenly that weekend of burgers and good 
times with my best friends feels like a series 
of bountiful, gluttonous mistakes that I’ll 
never erase. 

It absolutely sounds dumb, but it 

absolutely isn’t. 
Eating disorders 
have the highest 
mortality rate of any 
mental illness. And 
though I don’t claim 
to suffer from one 
personally the fact 
that my mind ebbs 
into such treacherous 
territory so easily 
makes me paranoid 
for those diagnosed 
or recovering. 

That’s why I try 
to expel it from my 
daily language. I can 
eat a salad, but I don’t 
need to Snapchat 
it to my friends 
or talk calories in 
the break room. 
Because something as 
innocent as chatter about personal health can 
have lethal consequences and perpetuates the 
very ideology I’ve pledged to vanquish. 

All of this isn’t to say we don’t need to 
participate in healthy activities. I personally 
think juicing and gluten-free diets are a pile 
of fad-friendly hootenanny but if that’s your 
jam, by all means, partake. Just please, be 
responsible with how you choose to share 
those habits. The only way we can dismantle 
ridiculous body standards is to fan the fire 
before it can blaze.

List names alleged campus attackers 


U. of C. students accused 
of sexual violence in 
anonymous Tumbir posts

Four months after a list of Columbia Univer- 
sity students accused of sexual assault began 
appearing around that campus, a similar phe- 
nomenon seems to be occurring at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Students from the Hyde Park school say 
that “The Hyde Park List” was published 
online Sunday via an anonymous Tumbir ac- 
count, and printed-out versions were found 
around campus, including in campus bath- 
rooms. The college kicked off its new student 
orientation this week. 

The Tumbir account comes amid a federal 
investigation into the university’s sexual as- 
sault policies, and a national campaign to re- 
duce sexual assaults on US. campuses. 

Some students have speculated on blogs 
and social media that the list was created by 
current students taking matters into their 


own hands, but attempts to reach the author 
of the posts were unsuccessful. 

The fliers and Tumbir posts list the names 
of six current and former students, and cat- 
egorized them as “Code Red” or “Code Or- 
ange.” They only elaborate on one student: 
“Note: Often at fraternity parties.” The Tum- 
bir account’s ‘About” section said the color 
red “is for the most severe offenders.” 

Its author or authors described the goal 
of the blog as, “Keeping the community safe 
from people known to commit varying levels 
of gender-based violence — since the Univer- 
sity won’t.” 

The Thmblr account appeared to be de- 
leted Monday and Tuesday but was restored 
Tuesday afternoon, according to Tumbir of- 
ficials, who told RedEye in an email that the 
account had been deleted “in error.” 

The University of Chicago has come under 
scrutiny in recent months from students and 
federal officials who question whether the 
school has violated Title IX laws with its sex- 
ual assault policies, which were updated this 


summer. It is one of dozens of schools under 
federal investigation. 

University spokesman Jeremy Manier said 
officials would not comment on the fliers or 
the Thmblr account, but referred reporters to 
a statement on the university’s ongoing effort 
to prevent and address sexual misconduct. 

“University efforts have included the cre- 
ation of student support programs such as 
the Sexual Assault Dean-on-Call, the Bias 
Response Team, and RSVP (Resources for 
Sexual Violence Prevention); the growth of 
confidential resources offered by the Student 
Counseling Service and the SADoC program; 
and special training for University police of- 
ficers in responding to acts of sexual violence. 
The University also has continued to update 
its policies and disciplinary processes, as it did 
in 2006, 2010, 2011, and again this year,” the 
statement read. 

Many students who have seen the list in 
person or online are divided over its value. 

Olivia Ortiz, 21, a student activist and sur- 
vivor of sexual assault whose Title IX com- 


plaint against the university in 2013 launched 
the federal investigation, said she supports 
the spirit behind the list. 

“Having experienced {sexual assault], I 
know you don’t do this lightly It’s not a joke 
or a silly choice you make,” she said. “From 
what I’ve observed, the university doesn’t care 
about sexual assault and it has often been up to 
students to press the issue. I think {the post- 
ing] was an extreme action and a last resort.” 

Thomas McLees, 20, a second-year col- 
lege student, said he first learned of the list 
from a Facebook friend who was among the 
men named by it. Even though he disagrees 
with the methodology of the list’s author or 
authors, McLee said he hopes the conversa- 
tion about how to address sexual assault on 
college campuses will continue into the new 
school year. 

“This is a sad indication of the state of 
affairs,” he said. “But this kind of beating 
around the bush and pointing fingers is, in my 
opinion, hurting the cause.”

Obama vows more strikes 
against Syrian extremists 


President Obama vowed more strikes against 
extremists in Syria on Tuesday after U.S. forc- 
es carried out separate air raids targeting Is- 
lamic State militants and an al-Qaida affiliate 
that Washington said was plotting attacks on 
America and Europe. 

“We will not tolerate safe havens for terror- 
ists who threaten our people,” Obama said as 
he left the White House to travel to the Unit- 
ed Nations in New York, where he will meet 
officials from Arab nations that joined in the 
strikes against the Islamic State group. 

The White House said U.S. forces made sep- 
arate strikes on its own against the Khorasan 
group, an al-Qaida affiliate, in order to disrupt 
planning for imminent attacks on the west. 

“For some time now, we’ve been tracking 
plots to conduct attacks in the United States 
or Europe,” Ben Rhodes, Obama’s deputy na- 
tional security adviser, told reporters traveling 
with the president. 


“We believe that attack plotting was immi- 
nent,” Rhodes said, “and that they had plans 
to conduct attacks external to Syria.” 

U.S. and Arab strikes on militant targets in 
Syria overnight were just a start of a coalition 
effort to weaken Islamic State, an extremist 
group that has kiUed thousands and beheaded 
at least three westerners while seizing control 
of parts of Syria and northwestern Iraq. 

A military spokesman said Arab nations, in- 
cluding Saudi Arabia, Jordan, Bahrain and the 
United Arab Emirates, took part in the second 
and third waves of attacks. Lt. Gen. William 
MayviUe Jr. said the actions by those Arab 
countries ranged from combat air patrols to 
hitting targets. MayviUe said the strikes hit 
training camps, headquarters, vehicles and 
other sites under the control of Islamic State. 
He said the strikes were the start “of a cred- 
ible and sustainable persistent campaign to 
degrade and ultimately destroy” Islamic State.

Paul Konerko is a White Sox legend. The veteran who wears No. 14 
has played on the South Side for the past 16 seasons. He’s seen baseball 
history made and been a part of it. He’s also been around Chicago and 
seen it evolve since 1999.

D WHO’S YOUR MANAGER? 

Konerko has seen quite a few coaches 
and teammates come and go in almost two 
decades in Chicago. Since the 1999 season, 
his first with the Sox, the team has had four 
managers: Jerry Manuel (1999-2003), Ozzie 
Guillen (2004-11), Don Cooper (tail end of 
2011 after Guillen was released from his con- 
tract) and Robin Ventura (2012-present). 


CUBS ...NOT SO MUCH 

The entire time Konerko 
has played for the Sox, the 
crosstown rival Cubs have 
never been to a World 
Series. To be fair, the Cubs 
have made the playoffs 
three times since 1999. 
That said, so have the Sox. 


□ PERFECT TIMING 

Only 23 perfect games have been 
thrown in major league history, and 
Konerko has been a part of two of them. 
First, it was Mark Buehrle’s effort on July 
23, 2009. Konerko went 1-for-4 with a run 
scored in the Sox’s 5-0 win over Tampa Bay. 
Center fielder Dewayne Wise made a spec- 
tacular leaping catch in left-center to keep 
the result intact. 

The other Sox pitcher to throw a perfect 
game during Konerko’s time with the Sox is 
Phil Humber on April 21, 2012. Konerko went 
2-for-4 with a two RBIs and a run scored in 
the Sox’s 4-0 win at Seattle. 

STAR QUALITY 

Konerko was also selected as an All-Star six 
times in his career; he batted .500 (4-for-8) 
combined in those games. It won’t be the 
same without him in the Midsummer Classic . 


D FINALLY, CHAMPS 

Konerko won the World Series in 2005. The Sox’s appear- 
ance in the 2005 Series was the first since they lost to the L.A. 
Dodgers in 1959. The championship was Chicago’s first since 1917. 


SEEYAIN 

COOPERSTOWN? 

Konerko has played 
alongside excep- 
tional players, 
most notably Hall 
of Famer Frank 
Thomas. Aside 
from the Big Hurt, 
Konerko has been 
teammates with Hall 
of Famer Roberto 
Alomar in 2003 and 
2004 as well as fu- 
ture inductee Ken 
Griffey Jr. in 2008. 


NOT SO MONSTROUS 

If Konerko wants to see the Bears 
win a Super Bowl, he’ll have to wait. 
Indianapolis put an end to that dream 
in 2006, and the Bears have been 
treading water since. Konerko outlast- 
ed Brian Uriacher, who began his career 
in Chicago in 2000 and retired in 2012. 


D TRUMP TOWER 

Built from 2005 to 2009, it 
drew praise as a worthy addition to 
the city’s skyline. That giant “Trump” 
sign added this year, however, is an- 
other story.

Konerko thrives against one of the Sox’s ri- 
vais. The South Siders are 50-42 against the 
Cubs since 1999, and aithough he didn’t piay 
in aii those games, he hit .303 with 20 hom- 
ers and 59 RBis when he was in the iineup. 

D PAULIE DOES HOCKEY 

Remember when oniy seiect Hawks 
games were on TV? Yeah, dark times. Since 
then, hockey has come roaring back thanks 
to two Staniey Cup tities. Konerko has gotten 
in on the act too, participating in the Shoot 
the Puck feature at the United Center. 



D HE KNEW HIM WHEN 

To say Konerko is buddies with Barack 
Obama-a big Sox fan-might be a bit of a 
stretch. But what is certain is Obama’s poiiti- 
cai career has been fairiy in step with the first 
baseman’s. Whiie Konerko has buiit a ieg- 
endary career, Obama has served as a state 
senator (1997-2004), U.S. senator (2005-08) 
and finaiiy president. 

WHO’S YOUR MAYOR? 

For the iongest time, it iooked iike Richard 
M. Daiey wouid be the oniy Chicago mayor 
Konerko wouid ever know. That changed, 
however, when Daiey stepped aside and 
Rahm Emanuei was eiected in 2011. The pot- 
hoies are stiii there, though. 


D BULLS: DULL AND BACK AGAIN 

How about basketbaii? When Konerko 
came to Chicago in the iate 1990s, the Buiis 
had dominated the decade with six cham- 
pionships. The team then endured a few 
excruciating years of iosing before the Buiis 
became exciting again when Derrick Rose 
was drafted in 2008. 

LIGHTS, CAMERA, CHICAGO! 

Konerko has said he quotes “Siap Shot” 
on a daiiy basis-which was not fiimed in 
Chicago, but stiii good to know. Yet pienty 
of movies have been fiimed in the Windy 
City whiie he’s been with the Sox. The iist 
inciudes: “Hardbaii,” “Cheaper by the Dozen,” 
“Stranger Than Fiction,” “The Dark Knight,” 
two “Transformers” fiims, “Bad Teacher,” 
“Man of Steei” and “Divergent.” 


All Paul, all the time 


If we have to choose only

Seventeen years ago, Paul Konerko made his 
major league debut with the Cincinnati Reds. 
But his career was only just beginning— he 
was traded to the L.A. Dodgers and in 1999 
was dealt to the White Sox. 

Almost two decades later, he’s a Chicago 
legend. Fans chant “Pau-lie” when he steps 
to the plate and the team captain is known 
for his slow trot around the bases after home

runs (he doesn’t do it to show off, he’s just 
not very fast). During his legendary career, 
Konerko has racked up an impressive list of 
accomplishments. Here are our Top 5. 



1. ALL THOSE HOME RUNS 


The early 2000s were a bit of a championship 
desert in Chicago. The Bulls’ 1990s dominance 
was over and the Blackhawks’ rise to power 
was still years off when the Sox broke through 
in 2005. Konerko was named MVP of the 
American League Championship Series before 
slugging his famous grand slam (above) in 
Game 2 of the World Series. It was only the 18th 
grand slam in World Series history. 

5. THE TOTAL PACKAGE 

We’re taking our eyes off the stat sheet for this 
one. The veteran is one of the best Sox play- 
ers ever, and he’s managed to stay humble. 
Konerko has stayed loyal to the Sox and took a 
paycut to come back and play his final season 
in Chicago. Fans have seen him start a fam- 
ily-he and his wife have three kids. Konerko 
also has made a difference in the community. 
Among other efforts, he and former team- 
mate Jim Thome founded the Bring Me Home 
Campaign eight years ago; the charity assists 
foster children and their families. 



Konerko has 439 round-trippers in his career. 
That ranks Paulie seventh among active play- 
ers and 42nd all time. His 432 homers as a Sox 
player place him only 16 home runs behind Hall 
of Famer Frank Thomas (448) for the franchise 
record. 


2. ALL THOSE RBIS 

Paulie has 1,411 runs batted 
in for his career-he ranks 
sixth among active players 
in that department. To com- 
pare with the all-time 
greats. Hall of Famer 
Hank Aaron holds the 
record with 2,297. 


3. ALL THOSE 
ALL-STAR 
APPEARANCES 

The first baseman’s con- 
sistent play has earned him 
six All-Star selections over 
his 18-year career. All six 
of those honors came as 
a member of the Sox, 
including three straight 
from 2010-12. 


DON’T FORGET... 

» Konerko has played 2,345 total games, sixth 
among active players and 97th all time. 

» On Aug. 6, 2014, Konerko became the first 
player in White Sox history to reach 4,000 total 
bases; he has 4,009 as of Tuesday. 

» Paulie can play D, too. He has turned 1,658 
double plays as a first baseman, tops among 
active players and ninth all time. 

» Konerko ranks third in White Sox history in 
hits (2,287) and doubles (405).

It seems like culinary suicide to open a new 
taqueria in Chicago’s tortiUa nexus, aka the 
La Pasadita corridor near the corner of Ash- 
land Avenue and Division Street. After all, 

La Pasadita has been the stalwart late-night 
carne asada beacon for the drinking masses 
and, more tellingly many sober customers, 
for more than 38 years. Moving in on their 
territory feels a little like opening a hot dog 
cart outside of Hot Doug’s, a futile and likely 
fatal enterprise. And yet, not only did Felipe 
Caro, owner of Picante in Wicker Park, open 
his new taqueria, Authentaco, across the 
street from two locations of La Pasadita, but 
he did so precisely inside the former location 
of the original La Pasadita opened by David 
Espinoza in 1976. Caro doesn’t give much 
credence to karma or competition though. 
“It’s like having Burger King across from 
a McDonald’s,” he said. “There’s enough 
business for everyone.” Considering that 
La Pasadita once ran three locations on the 


same block and still competes against itself 
with two storefronts, Caro is probably on to 
something. 

The tortillas: The staff at Authentaco hand- 
pressed their tortillas from fresh 
masa and griddled them to order. 

Tbu can watch them bubble 
up like little corn-perfumed 
balloons on the flattop while 
you wait for your food. The 
texture of the finished product is 
light, almost like a cross between 
a flour and corn tortilla. You rarely 
find tortillas this fresh and good outside of 
Chicago’s Maxwell Street Sunday market. “I 
don’t know what it is, but lady who makes 
our tortillas does some voodoo to the masa. 
She’s like pulling out a statue of the Virgen de 
Guadalupe and blessing that stuff,” said Caro, 
laughing. 

The tacos: Caro originally chose not to offer 


a steak taco at Authentaco because he didn’t 
want to be perceived as going head to head 
with La Pasadita, but that changed quickly 
“In the first week, I think a hundred people 
walked in asking for carne asada and walked 
out, so now we have a carne asada 
taco and it’s here to stay” he said. 
I’m glad for that, because the 
juicy, well-seasoned medium-rare 
bits of skirt steak were by far 
f my favorite taco filling ($ 3 . 25) . 

Authentaco’s carne asada is right 
up withTio Luis and Taqueria El 
Asadero as my favorite in Chicago. The 
barbacoa (shredded beef) also was incredibly 
juicy and peppery ($3). The only real disap- 
pointment of the meat tacos was the polio 
or chicken ($3). I loved the pulled pork-like 
texture and flavor, but it needed more salt. 

The quesadlllas: On the vegetarian side, 
the huitlacoche quesadilla ($4.50) was a rich 
mouth-watering bomb oozing with gooey chi- 


huahua cheese. Huitlacoche— a grayish fungus 
that grows on corn crops— tastes like the very 
rich essence of a great mushroom crossed 
with the flavor of a fermented black bean. It’s 
also hard to find at Chicago taquerias, so it’s 
pretty cool that Authentaco offers it. Another 
rare quesadilla topping is flor de calabaza, or 
chopped squash blossom. Squash blossoms 
are fairly flavorless, and as such, are usu- 
ally served in Italian spots stuffed with goat 
cheese and deep-fried. In a quesadilla ($3), 
they offer some texture, but that’s about it. 

Bottom line: Authentaco is one of the better 
new taquerias to open in Chicago in the past 
few years. By offering plenty of vegetarian op- 
tions as well as unique ingredients, it brings 
something unique to the taco landscape 
previously monopolized by the legendary La 
Pasadita empire located across the street.

Don’t pigeonhole Mykki Blanco as ‘a rapping drag queen’

A combination of gruff rap and beats that 
sound like “Tetris” on crystal meth, Mykki 
Blanco is equal parts Marilyn Manson and 
DMX.

That’s a shame; on three mixtapes/EPs

ber), he’s explored sounds ranging from juke 
to riot grrrl-leaning punk, stretching the 
limits of what rap is considered to be. With 
his magnificently conceived but still-jarring 
video clips to making headlines for events 
like his May arrest in Portugal (“for being 
gay,” he wrote on his Facebook page), if your 
taste level begins and ends with milquetoast 
pop divas, you might want to stay home the 
next time Mykki Blanco comes to town. 

“I would consider myself a very visible 
underground performer that’s not fully in the 
mainstream,” the rapper, who now lives in 
New York, said by phone. “It’s that odd space 
where if I put something out, blogs will post 
it without me sending out a press release. 

At the same time, you ask Joe on the street 
who Mykki Blanco is, and he’ll probably say 
“Who the {bleep! is that?” 

I talked to Leif a few months ago, and he 
expressed concern about the “gay rap” 
movement music writers iumped both of 
you into a few years ago. It seemed like acts 
iike the two of you and Cakes Da Killa got 
pigeonhoied. 

It’s true! When that whole gay rap thing hap- 
pened, I kept thinking, “I gotta find an exit 
and make sure people know I’m different.” 
I’ve made certain decisions in my career that 
maybe weren’t the most popular decisions 
at the time to avoid that pigeonholing. In a 
certain sense, Leif might feel more of that 
because he has a more mainstream appeal 
than I do. I’ve really worked hard to let peo- 
ple know that I’m a FREAK freak. I’ve really. 


really really tried to embrace that. That idea 
of me just being a rapping drag queen is two 
years old now. That was subversive for 2012. 
It’s not anymore, so now I’m going to do 
what’s subversive now 

You’re originally from California but earned 
a scholarship to the School of the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago. 

Yeah, I dropped out after a while. My 
Chicago experience was two completely dif- 
ferent things: There was a huge underground 
scene— warehouse parties, a real bohemian 
culture — that was very nurturing. The other 
side was dark. Nowadays, you can walk down 
State Street in skinny jeans and no one says 
anything. When I lived there, we would get 
harassed all the time. Somebody threw a 
full two-liter of soda at my friends and I one 
time. I’ve never lived in a place where people 
have had such a problem with people looking 
different than they do than in Chicago. 

You left and have come back a few times 
since. Has anything changed to you? 

It was crazy because I left for a few months, 
and when I came back, everything changed. 
My friends and I used to be so weird, but 
now we’re the normal kids. We used to get 
called names and now it’s cool, haha. The 
place has changed so much. 

For the better? 

I’d say it’s finally cool to be weird in Chicago. 
{Laughs.} 

You’ve got a new record coming out in 
October ... 

Yes, and I’m working my butt off right now. 
We’re looking at the week of October 13th. 
It’s called “Gay Dog Food,” and it’ll have hip- 
hop influences but won’t be a hip-hop album. 
Honestly, it’s going to be a reflection of my 
live shows. My show is a very punk thing; 
always has been. When I went out with 
{now-defunct rap group] Death Grips on my 


first tour, they had this insane energy and it 
reminded me of bands that I came up listen- 
ing to. They would fill the room with their 
sound. They created this energy that took 
you over. Y)u don’t want to dance; you want 
to mosh. I have this song called “Riot” {off of 
2012’s “Cosmic Angel: The Illuminati 
Prince/ss”! that’s a juke track but starts a 
mosh pit every time we play it live. After that 
Death Grips tour, I swore that my next re- 
lease would be electronic music that give you 
the feeling of a hard punk rock show “Gay 
Dog Food” has that. 

Rap album that’s “not a rap album,” noise 
and punk influences, insane live show ... 
gotta ask, how many “Yeezus” comparisons 
have you heard by now? 

{Laughs.} I knew that was coming eventually 
When that album came out, I got hit up on 
Twitter by aU kinds of folks. Saying things like, 
“Someone in Kanye’s camp must have been 
listening to Mykki Blanco” or something. 

Do you feei ripped off? 

To be honest, it made me happy I’m happy 
a record like that came out because it made 


people who’ve never heard that kind of music 
ready, like it prepared their ears for some- 
thing new I’m so ready for people to hear the 
new stuff that I had a conversation with my 
management, and they were worried I wasn’t 
going to play any of my hits or that I would 
commit career suicide ... 

... iike your oid tourmates Death Grips? Peo- 
ple understand subversiveness and those 
punk aesthetics, but that doesn’t mean you 
crap on the people who paid to see you. 

This is the thing. When it comes to any sort 
of negative reaction to your art, you just keep 
working. All that controversy goes away with 
work. I wanted to do an alternative album. 
That’s “Gay Dog Food.” Now I’m already 
booking sessions for the new rap-focused 
album. If you don’t like this one, another one 
you like is coming. If you don’t like the weird 
stuff, I got commercial stuff coming. You 
keep working. Remember when people didn’t 
like Rick Ross? Remember when people 
didn’t like Beyonce? Ignore the other stuff 
and keep working.
